The railroad company tendered $18.000 in 
payment of $25,000. The county obtained 
judgment for $26,104. The deier.se of tbe 
suit cost the railroad $1,000, making ft total 
of §30,194, $4,000 more than the original 
amonnt.demanded by Lander county., 
''For nnblashing, unjustifiable and /un- 
necessary falsehood' the above surpasses 
anything I have seen in public print for 
some time. The connty of Lander brought 
suit to recover a judgment against.the rail- 
road company for-$38,764 32 with ccstr. 
The county only .recovered a judgment for 
$17,933 15 with, f)f course, the statutory 
penalty addtd, about which there was no 
dispute. After this penalty was added it 
only amounted to a total of $25,420 28, or 
over $13,000 lass than the' amount sued 


for.

recovered, not taking into account the 
penalty and costs, which the railroad com- 
pany did not expect, nor did it make any 
effort to defeat or prevent. Again we sug- 
gest that the scribe who does' tha disrepu- 
table work for the Beveille had: better 
cultivate a little more respect for tbe truth.
